The three prisoners, all arm ed with 
revolvers and shouting to others to 
follow them , ran tow ard the w arden’s 
office. There they m et Oates, the as 
slstan t warden, and before he could 
defend him self Reed shot him through 
the heart. 
The 
greatest 
confusion 
ensued. 
Convicts ran about shouting words 
of encouragem ent to the m utineers. 
By this tim e the guards were alert 
and began firing. A random shot pass 
ed through a door in the office of Dor- 
ver, the Bort ii ion officer, killing him. 
He 
was 
rushing to aid his fellow 
w orkers when he fell. 
Godfrey, the guard, sprang directly 
into the path of the m utineers, die 
charging his revolver at them . 
He, 
too, fell a victim to Reed’s deadly 
aim.

ting in the w arden's office, awaiting 
the return of W arden R. W. Dick, with 
whom he had a business engagem ent.

Feared Telephone Operator. 
Fearing an alarm m ight be given 
by the telephone operator, Mary Fos­ 
ter, the three men next gave their 
attention 
to the 
telephone sw itch­ 
board. 
They turned it over and triec 
to disconnect it. 
"You come with us,” they shouted, 
as they dragged the girl into the pris 
on yard, holding her before them to 
keep the guards from shooting. 
Shielded by the girl, and cheered on 
by 1,500 convicts, the three men made 
th eir wTay across the prison yard 
Only one shot was fired at them and 
it struck the girl. 
As she sank to the ground, wound 
cd, the convicts sprang to the prison 
gate. 
W ith the keys they had taker 
from Turnkey M artin they unlocked 
it and were free. 
Outside the gate 
the horse and buggy of W arden Dick 
was hitched. 
The three men sprang 
into it. 
On the wall the big guns began tc 
fire at the fleeing convicts. 
G uards and prison officials quickly 
m ounted horses and started in pur 
suit of the convicts. 
The chase was 
short. 
The heavy load th at W arden 
Dick’s horse was pulling soon ended 
the fight. 
The guards w ere overtak­ 
ing the prisoners. 
"You’ll never take us alive,” shout 
ed Reed, as he stood up in the buggy 
and fired at the approaching officers 
The other convicts bent low to avoid 
the bullets. 
Reed fought the fight 
alone.

to the buggy. 
The horse fell and 
the convicts ceased firing.

EXTENSION BILL IS PASSED 


House Votes Federal Aid to States 
to Dissem inate Scientific Facts. 
W ashington, Jan. 20.—The agricul­ 
tural extension bill providing for fed­ 
eral aid in the dissem ination of scien­ 
tific farm inform ation by practical ex­ 
perim ents and 
through publications 
was passed by the house, 177 to 9. 
U nder 
the 
m easure 
the 
various 
state agricultural colleges would re­ 
ceive federal funds to finance plans 
for acquainting the farm ers with facts 
established by the departm ent of agri­ 
culture. 
As it passed the house the bill pro­ 
vides for an im m ediate appropriation 
of $480,000, of which $10,000 will go 
to each state com plying with the taw. 
This appropriation will be increased 
by $300,000 each year for nine years 
and after a ten-year period become a 
perm anent 
annual 
appropriation 
of 
$3,000,000. 


COAST CHURCHMAN EXPIRES 


W ashington, Jan. 20.—The bill pro 
posing the building of a governm ent

Alaska encountered its 
first vigorous opposition In the sen­ 
ate when Senator McCumber attacked 
It as the first step tow ard the “realm 
of paternalistic and socialistic govern­ 
m ent.”

Late advices from Santo Domingo 
received from private but well inform­ 
ed sources, supported by newspaper 
accounts, indicate, say* the New Vork 
Herald, that another 
revolution is 
brewing in the Dominican Republic, 
with every prospect of early develop­ 
ment. According to these letters, many 
of the best citizens are leaving the 
country, while others known to oppose 
the administration of President Bor­ 
das are prisoners in the fortresses in 
Santo Domingo city and Puerto Plata. 
Dominicans recently arrived from 
Santo Domingo say a state of terror 
exists.
